CHINA, 
PEEING. 

There is no news of importance from the capital. 
TIEN-ISIN. 

The Nyen-fei Rebels have appeared in the neighbourhood, 
and an encounter with them has resulted in a serious accident 
to Acting-Consul Gibson. It appears that, on learning of 
the approach of these hordes of marauders, Mr. Gibson got 
the disciplined Chinese up from Taku, where there are about 
2,000 under arms. With a detachment of 700 he€procecded 
against the Nyen-fei, aud wag met by a band of these people, 
whom he ordered his men to charge, he himself leading them 
on. Only about 70 obeyed, and it was not until he was close 
upon the foe that Mr. Gibson found out the fact; before he 
could extricate himself he had received one or two spear 
wounds about the head, and the latest news ‘states that he 
lies dangcrously ‘Il at Tien-tsin. The English trvops at Taku 
had been detained by order of Sir F. Bruce. 

A Chinaman from Peking, who wishes to contract for the 
delivery of large quantities fof coal at Tien-tsin, suitable for 
steamboat use, offers it at the rate of ten tacls per English ton. 
Tkose who have scen specimens of his coal, and who profess 
themselves good judges, pronounce it excellent. He offers to 
contract for the delivery of four or five hundred tons per month. 
The coal is brought from the south-west corner of the province, 
and has to be carried for a considerable part of the distance on 
camels and mulcs, there being no available water conveyance. 


SHANGHAL 

Renewed dissatisfaction is stated to be felt among the mer- 
chants, owing to the imposition of tases on goods removed by 
native purchasers ; tax-gatherers are posted at the doors of the 
different merchants’ premises, and a duty is levied upon each 
bale of goods removed by Chinese dealers, Sir F. Bruce has 
ruled that the Chincse, even of the foreign settlements, in levy- 
ing money amongt themselves, cannot be interfered with, 

At a mecting of the Chamber of Commerce, held on the 16th 
March, the Chairman, Mr, E, Webb, informed the meeting that 
two resolutions would be laid on the table for consideration. 
The first proposed a remedy for the growing exactions of the 
Chinese Customs authorities, and in the second it was sug- 
gested that the Chamber should be thrown open to all mer- 
chants of the por!, instead of being, as at present, exclusively a 
British Chamber. The chairman stated that, failing in appli- 
cation to the British Minister at Peking, he was informed on 
good legal authority that the only safe course of procedure in 
cases against the Chinese Government would be an appeal to 
the Privy Council ut home, but at the same time, the expense 
of litigation being such as ,to deter merchants from referring 
complaints where the cost of redress would probably far exozed 
the amount to be recovered by the suit, and as all falike were 
interested in these questions, it had been sugzested that a fund 
should be guarauteed, to be drawn upon whea necessary, to 
meet the expenses of disputing suc cases as the Chamber 
might deem of sufficient importance. Obscure pvints in the 
treaty would thus be decided ; and a precedent so established 
would probably lave the effect of lessening many grievances 
which had long pressed heavily upon trade. The second object 
of the meeting he would recommend to its consideration as

A 
subscription list was then circulated for the object stated in the 
first resolution, and ordered to be kept at the secretary’s office 
for signature by those not present at the meeting. 

The North China Herald publishes a letter from H.M’s 
Consul to the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, “re- 
fating to the war taxcs and extraordinary duties levicd upon 
silk at Nanzing ; and the prospects of recovery of the amounts 
illegally charged from the Chinese Government.” Mr. Med- 
hurst 5 My representation of the case to H.M.’s Pleni- 
potentiary, resulted in his declaring the exactions illegal, and 
authorising me to deduct the amounts from the first duties 
payable by the claimants, and I accordingly called upon the 
Superintendent of Customs to carry out the order, but 
he declared his inability to do so, not having received cor- 
responding instructions from his superiors, Finding it impose 
sible to sccure his compliance by having recourse to the 
reasonatle measures I am warranted to adopt in such cases, 
I reported his refusal to H.M.'s Legation, in August, since 
which date I lave had no further advices.” The chairman, in 
reply, begged that the subject might be again brought before 
the notice of Sir Frederick Bruce, and this was immediately 
done by Mr. Medhurst. 

The Friend of China writes ‘We learn, with pleasure, 
that an Envoy Extraordinary and Pienipotentiary from Den- 
mark has recently arrived here on his way to Peking, where he 
is to negotiate a treaty with the Chincse Government. The 
Danish flag is not only the fourth in Chinese waters—inferior 
in regard to the number of vessels which it covers only to that 
of Great Britain, the United States and Hamburg—but is also 
one of the oldest, best known, and deservedly most popular 
with the Chiuese ; and there appecrs therefore to be no reason 
to doubt that satisfactory treaty relations will speedily be 
established between the two countries; and that Denmark 
will thus shortly assume the place atnong the treaty Powers 
which legitimately belongs to ber, Indeed the fact of 
an offi dcclaration of the Chinese Government, issued so 
far back as 184 ting her all the then existing and future 
privileges of the amost favoured nations as resards trade, would 
seem cven to give hera special claim. The Danish Governs 
ment has, for this important mission, chosen an experienced 
diplomatist, Colonel de Raasloff, who, for a number of years, 
and until very recently, ably and successfully represented 
Denmark in the United States. ‘This selection is indicative of 
the high value attuched by the Danish Government to the 
satisfactory establishment of its future relations with the 
Chinese Empire, and augurs weil for the attainment of that 
object.” 

The necessity of founding a sanatorium within a short 
distance of Shanghai has induced a number of ‘gentlemen, in- 
cluding two doctors, to visit Pootco, one of the Chusan group.

st number we gave an account of the repulse of the 
se contingent at Shaou-hing, and of the deaths of 
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General Tardif and Lieutenant Tinling. We now learn that 
the siege has been renewed, as was anticipated, Tardif having 
been succeeded by General D’Argaibelle. After a month’s re- 
‘sistance, the rebels evacuated the city. An advance was then 
made upon Seaou-san, which is also said to be evacuated, the 
rebels falling back upon Hangchow. It is affirmed that trade at 
Ningpo is reviving in consequence of this success. Captain 
Dew had previously left for Japan in H.MS. Encounter ; before 
embarking, he was presented with the following addresses by 
the foreign residents :— 
« Nixcro, 19th March, 1863, 
“To Captain Dew, C.B., R.N. H.M.S. Encounter. 
« Dear Sir—We cannot allow you to leave this port without thanking 
rsonally for the energetic manner in which you have caused this 
neighbourhood to be cleared of rebels, pirates, and other worthless and 
dangerous characters. We also wish you to understand that the opinions 
on yourself lately expressed in public print, are not shared in by the 
larger portion of this community. We shall shortly forward you a piece 
of plate as a small token of our respect, and trust you will preserve it as a 
memorial of Ningpo.—We are, dear Sir, yours faithfully, 

«A. N. Brown, agent to Messrs. Dent and Co.; Davidson and Co., 
F. S. Green, agent to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. ; G. P. Jordan,

A similar address was presented to Captain Dew in con- 
junction with the officers of the Encounter, 

Captain Dew, in a letter to the editor of the Shanghai Re- 
corder, after describing the defeat of the rebels, —* The 
opening upof this rich and fertile country is fast beginning to tell 
by the many boats of silk and cotton daily arriving at Ningpo, 
and there can now be no doubt but that the export of the 
former in the present year will be double that of Shanghai. The 
delight shown by the inhabitants of some thousand villages at 
their return to Imperial rule is unbounded.”

HONG KONG. 

On March 30, a deputation, consisting of the following gen- 
tlemen resident in the colony, waited upon the Chief Justice to 
present him with an address signed by nearly all the in- 
habitants of Hong Kong :—The Honourable Messrs, Perceval 
(Jardine, Matheson, and Co.), Chomley (Dent and Co.), Murray 
(Birley and Co.), and Forth (Colonial Treasurer); Messrs, 
Kingsmill, Pauncefoot, Block (John Burd and Cv.), D. Lapraik, 
Rustomjee (P. F. Cama and Co.), and Palanjee (of P. and D, N. 
Camajee and Co.) 

The Honourable Mr. Perceval, in the name of the deputation, 
said that, with his lordship’s permission, he would read an 
address which had been drawn up for presentation to him on 
the occasion of his quitting the colony for England on leave of 
absence ; it was as follows :— 

“ Hone Kone, March 21, 1863. 

“ Sin—We, the undersigned, avail ourselves of the opportunity pre- 
sented by your lordship’s approaching departure for England, to ed; 
to you the sincere eentiments of respect and esteem which we entertain for 
your public character and conduct. We deeply regret that the oc. 
casion of your lordship’s leaving us is prolonged ‘ill health, which 
‘aust often have rendered the discharge of the high duties of your 
station both onerous and painful. We trust that the return to your 
native land will restore and invigorate you, and that we may have the 
satisfaction of seeing you in due time resume your various duties in 
renewed health and sttength. ‘Throughout the period your lordship has 
sat upon the Bench of the Supreme Court, the grave duties of Chief 
Justice have been fulfilled with dignity and credit ; and we have witnessed 
with approbation the anxious and laborious investigation devoted to the 
cases brought before you, the continual desire to administer the law in a 
spirit of justice and impartiality, and the resolve to maintain the inde- 

idence and dignity of your Court. In the Legislative Council, your 
lordship’s services to the public have been equally prominent and bene. 
ficial ; and we have on many occasions heen indebted to your public 
spirit, straightforward action, and ability in influencing the deliberations of 
the Council. Our good wishes attend your lordship. We still look 
forward to your completing a long career of public usefulness; and mean 
time trusting you will be favoured with a pleasant voyage home, and 
attended henceforward with all happiness and prosperity.— We have the 
honour to remain, your lordship's most obedient servants, 

On being handed the document, the Chief Justice secmed 
much affected. He said that, as this was a matter personal to 
himself, and as the address was signed with so many names, 
he had taken the liberty, to prevent any misapprehension on 
the part of those not present, of writing his reply to a docu- 
ment which he believed unexampled in the case of any public 
servant in the colony. His lordship then read the following 
roply :— 








‘ “Hone Kone, 80th March, 1863. 
“Mn Perceval and Gentlemen,— I thank you most heartily and grate-

fully for the approbation of my past conduct and the very kind expression 
of your good wishes for the future which I find ‘ombadied in t e truly 
gratfying addrew with which you have been ipleased to present me, 
and which it will be my pride and pleasure to exhibit to my friends in 
a far distant land, as an unquestionable proof that, in the discharge 
of my public duties, I have so conducted myself as to obtain the 
approval of the community in eral resident in this colony, and 

Personal esteem of those with whom I have been brought into 
more intimate acquaintance. It is at all times most cheering to a public 
man filling the otfice of Judge to know that entire confidence is felt in 
his impartiality, and that he been successful in his efforts to maintain 
the dignity and efficiency of the Court over which he ides, It has 
ever been my earnest desire to give my best services to the public, whether 
those services be rendered in the Supreme Court, the pepelstive Council, 
or any other department of the Government; and this most pleasing 
address convinces me that I have not been altogether unsuccessful in my 
endeavours to do my duty. If it shall please an all-wise Providence to 
restore my impaired health, I shall hope to meet you all again in Hon, 
Kong; and in the meantime I heartily reciprocate your many g 
wishes, and say I-bye to all; and may | find you all on my return 
in possession of health, wealth, and prosperity.” 

A deputation of the leading Chinamen in the colony also 
presented an address to his lordship, of which the following is 
a translation :-— 

“Hearing that the Chief Justice Adama is very shortly leaving this 
island and returning to his native land, we, the Chinese who live beneath 
the shadow of his protection, and are profoundly grateful for the way in 
which he has cherished us as his children, come unitedly and sincerely to 
his court and offer our respectful salutations— 

‘May he find the waves quiet and tranquil ! 

May his ensigns wave in brizhtness. 
We hope that when he has seen his Sovereign's countenance, he will 
come again to Hong Kong to setisfy our thirsty desires, and those of the 
men of other nations, who will unite in reverent admiration of him.” To 
this address the Chief Justice replied in suitable terms. 

The services of Chief Justice Adams have evidently been 
decply appreciated in the colony. His patience, his impar- 
tiality, his sound good sense and discrimination, and his un- 
failing good temper, have won the regard of every Englishman 
on the island. On this topic the China Mail writes as fol- 
lows :— 

“ To speak the truth, it is not an empty fame that will accompany his 
lordship to England. Impaired health tells its own story—and every man 
in this colony will corroborate it—of long, hard, unceasing toil on the part 
of the Ju He has felt that he must answer to himself for the manner 
in which his duty was performed, and we feel certain that, on this score, 
his reflection cannot be otherwise than pleasing. Honour should await 
him in England, and we shall be glad to see his services to this colony 
meet with proper recognition at home. _As regards his public usefulness, 
and the general respect paid to him, in Hong Kong, we shall not compare 
Chief Justice Adams with any other public officer; for no one of them 
would be able to stand the comparison either in his own eyes or in the 
general opinion ; they all, very wisely, pay him the utmost deference. 
Nothing that could affect the well-being of the colony of Hong Kong has 
ever been beneath his lordship’s consideration, and wherever his opinions 
have had influence—which is nearly everywhere—improvement has been 
the certain result. If the best wishes of a whole community can gratify 
or benefit a public servant, his lordship ought to be a gainer by the brief 
recess he goes home to enjoy.” 

The following remarks from the same journal will be read with 
interest. by every one who has visited or resided at Hong 
Kong :—“ It is well that the idea of having a permanent edifice 
in Hong Kong suitable for a theatre, City-hall, and assembly 
rooms, should not be lost sight of. At the same time we have 
a good deal on hand, before funds can be asked for this desir- 
able purpose. The Sailors’ Home must have a proper start, 
and the funds are still much below what is wanted to carry out 
either the original or the curtailed designs. The well-being 
and respectability of the port is very properly preferred to the 
amusement and convenicuce of the foreign residents, so that 
all we can do at present is to talk about our coming city hall, 
and keep in the straight path towards attaining so valuable an 
acquisition to the whole foreign community. The clock tower, 
moreover, which seems to increase in popularity as a public 
structure, was not paid for when we last heard the subject re- 
ferred to, and it will not answer to have too many irons in the 
fire. If it could be shown, or even fairly presumed, that the 
City-hall, so to term it for brevity, would pay as a building 
speculation, much of the difficulty would disappear. The sum 
expended every year upon the temporary theatre could be taken 
to represent @ capital of so much, while a charge for the hire 
of the theatre to all comers bearing decent credentials would 
represent so much more, in this case an unknown quantity, for 
we cannot tell how many talented caterers for the public would 
visit Hong Kong when it became known that a suituble build- 
ing was always to be had. The assembly rooms would fetch 
a trifle in the way of revenue, for no persons wishing to use 
them would grudge a fee, there being no further expense in fitt'ng 
them up, as at present, where the volunteers had large preliminary 











expenses in preparing a room in which to entertain their friends, 
As for the smaller ante-rooms, they would be in constant demand 
for meetings of different kinds, such as musical societies, chess 
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clubs, debating forums, &&., &c. We know of a chess club 
having been nipped in the bud from the sheer impossibility of 
a suitable room for its meetings. Probably enough, it would 
be difficult to build a hall and theatre fora sum equivalent to 
the capitalised revenue, but as, for all public purposes, the 
yooms would be given free of charge, contributions might be 
had up to a certain point, after which, applications for shares 
would readily come in. Nota year, oreven a month, passes 
without the want of such a place being felt ; and the ordinary 
enjoyments and courtesies of life are circumscribed in conse- 
quence. The Freemasons would no doubt give a ball every year 
if a room were to be had ; and the guests of the Volunteers at 
a late festivity would return the compliment to the gallant 
corps. Many friendly transactions would be enacted on such 
neutral ground, which at present have only a germ in the good. 
will of respectable citizens.” 

The registrar-General, Mr. Turner, had left on a month's 
Teave of absence. 

The articles entitled “ Progress in China,” which appeared 
in the January and February numbers of Blackwood's Maga- 
zine, are vigorously attacked in the China Mail. 

The Portugueso residents in Hong Kong were about to get 
up an amateur performance for the benefit of the distressed 
operatives in Lancashire. 

On the 1st of April, a fire broke out in Spring Gardens, 
which resulted in the total destruction of two new build- 
ings facing the Praya, immediately to the westward of 
Mr. Hall’s ship-building yard. The fire is believed to 
have originated in some Chinese cooking-shcds adjacent to 
the houses destroyed, which latter was not quite out of the 
builders’ hands. The houses are said to have been building for 
two residents in the colony, Tho loss is estimated at under 
$60,000. 

CANTON. 

The Canton races came off on the 31st March, the Hong 
Kong Confederates taking every race they entered for in the 
easiest manner. The course, according to the China Mail, is 
improved, several very objectionable turns being removed, and 
the course much Jengthened. A most excellent tiffin was pro- 
vided for all comers by the Cantonites, to which everybody 
seemed to do ample justice. The clerk of the course, Mr. J. 
P.M. Fraser, was geutlemanly and active in the discharge of 
his duties ; the starter also did his work admirably, never mak- 
ing one mistake. Great surprise (to quote the same authority) 
was expressed at no cup being sent from Hong Kong, this boing 
the first time it has been omitted. The following is a return 
of the races :—1. Brokers’ Plate, won by Confederates’ “ Timor ;” 
2. Canton Cup, won by Confederates’ “ Spanish Student ;” 3. 
Farewell Cup, won by “Steeple Jack ;” 4. Honam Plate, won 
byj Confederates’ “Timor ;” 5. Chaasze Cup, won by Confe- 
derates’ “ Skittles ;” 6. Winners’ Handicap, won by “Nil 
Desperandum.” 

The sum of 5,300 dols., recovered from the Chinese Govern- 
meut op account of the “Canton Fire Brigade,” is awaiting 
disposal, and it has been suggested that it should be handed 
over to the Canton Church Society, so that the edifice on the 
Shameen may be completed. 








COCHIN CHINA. 
f, News has been received of the two missing boats of the 
American ship Z/otspur, lately lost on the Paracela, The second 
mate’s boat reached Saigon in safety, all hands well; and the 
captain’s boat was picked up and brought into Bangkok, all on 
board alive, but very ill aud weak from exhaustion, One lady 
‘was so ill as not to be expected to live. 





JAVA. 

Very heavy rains had fallen in different parts of Java, and 
causcd extensive inundations, Several bridges had been carried 
away, and embankments burst, and the crops of rice, &c., 
seriously damaged or destroyed. 

The Batavia Race Club, which has been in existence for 
forty years, has resolved not to hold any more races, but to 
confine its exertions to the giving of a yearly race ball. The 
reasons for this measure are not stated. 

The prospects of the coffee crop for this year are said to be 
very favourable, 

The Java Bode, in some recent articles, urges very strongly 
the necessity of the Netherlands Government taking instant 
and active measures for establishing its influence in that part 
of Sumatra bordering on the Straits of Malacca. The writer 





—a 
states that there are thousands of acres of ground admirably 
adapted for the cultivation of rice and sugar, and cotton, to- 
bacco, and pepper, aud that gambier might also be successfully 
grown on a large scale. The preset comparatively uncultivated 
state of the coast is ascribed to the oppression of the native 
chiefs, and the constant recurrence of wars and disputes be- 
tween neighbouring states which tend to depopulate the country. 
The writer asserts that until Dutch rule and European industry 
and capital are brought to bear upon the country it cannot be 
expected to prosper. He therefore presses this being done 
without delay. He then points out that this part of Sumatra 
is not only of importance to Holland in a commercial 
and industrial point of view, but it must be considered 
as of great value in a political and military aspect. 
He advocates establishments at two places on the Dutch side of 
the Straits of Malacca, one on the island of Bengkalis, and 
another on or near Dili—say at the island Kampei. Such 
places, he asserts, would afford new outlets for commerce, and 
they would prove better competitors to Singapore and Penang 
than have the miscarried free ports of Riow and Macassar, 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

The principal event of any political significance, is 
the sale of the Government farms, which took place 
on fthe 31st March; they havo fetched an advance of 
exactly $4,180 per month for Singapore alone, or about 
£12,000 a-year more than previously, The chief increaso has 
been in the Spirit and Pawobroking Farms ; the Opium Farm 
not having been put up to auction this year, owing to an exten- 
tion of time having been granted by the Government to the 
existing farmer. The impression seems to be that if this farm, 
which is by far the largest (being nearly two-thirds of the 
entire revenue), had been disposed of, it would have sold at an 
advance of about 25 per cent., or an increase of about £15,000 
for the year. 

The French steamer Jmperatrice, Captain’ Massenet, belonging 
to the Messageries Imperiales line, from Suez the 27th Feb. 
last, arrived at Singapore on the morning of the 24th of 
March, and sailed for Hong Kong on the same day, in the 
evening. 

Her Majesty's steamer Perseus, Captain Kingston, from 
the Cape of Good Hope the 29th January, arrived the following 
evening. 

The Straits! Times, of April 8th, says :—“ An expedition, 
compos-d of H.M.S. Scout, Pluto, and Tonze, started from this 
10 days ago with sealed orders, it was said—at all events, with 
every indication of being bound on a secret and important 
mission, The general impression was that they had gone to 
sce into the prcceedings of the Dutch in Sumatra. But the 
Scout has turned up at Sarawak, where it appears she has gone 
to hunt out some pirates, in conjunction with one or two Dutch 
war steamers. It is to be hoped she will be more fortunate than 
on her last piratical cruize.” 

A very long letter from the Rev. Wm. Hackett, defending 
the conduct of the Bishop of Labuan from the severe attack of 
Mr. St. John, appears in the samo journal. 


CEYLON. 

The general prosperity of the coffec interests in Ceylon has 
again attracted attention to all available forest land suitable for 
planting. Several large parcels of Crown forest have lately 
been sold at good prices, though not equal to those obtained 
for the Happotella lands. A good deal of new coffee will be 
planted during the coming scason, chiefly in tho Badulla and 
Happotella districts, which appear to be favorites at the present 
time, though estates in other directions are being gradually en- 
larged wherever there is spare forest available. 

The Ceylon pupers state, with strong expressions of indig- 
nation, that the 10th of March was allowed to pass by without 
any demonstrations of loyalty in the capital. His Excellency 
the Governor and the principal officials were still in Kandy. 
A journey which Sir Charles MacCarthy undertook to Badulla, 
via Nuwera Ellia, for the purpose of examining the communi- 
cations, &c., had to be suddenly broken off at Pusilawa, on 
account of illness,

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

@Tea.—Canzon: Amoderate amount of business has been done in 
most descriptions of Congous during the past fortnight, a rising exchange 
tending, however, to check the upward tendency which the continued 
favourable advices from England imparted to the market, which sustains 
‘previous quotations. In scented teas a fair extent of business has been 
done at prices lately quoted. Canton Greens have been taken to some 
extent. For Country Greens the demand has been limited to purchases 
for India, and the market has yielded a little. ‘The total settlements of 
Congou for the season to date amount to 252 chops, besides six do. con- 
tract teas. The stock on the market is thus given: Congons, 28 chops, 
and 4,000 half-chests Canton packed; Country Greens, 15,155 half- 
chests, and 1,890 do. old; besides scented and Canton Greens in abun- 
dance, but unknown quantity. 

_ SHancHat.—Black: The market for these kinds revived somewhat 
just previous to the departure of the last mail, and a better demand has 
existed since. Rates however have not been upheld, and a few chops 
have been settled at prices slightly below previous quotations, The stock 
has been increased by 4 chops from Hankow, mostly of inferior grades, 
and there are only 1,000 chests Congou and 1,200 chests flowery Pekoe 
on offer. Settlements and shipments for the fortnight amount to 4,331 
chests, making in all since 1st June, 282,658 chests, against 200,225 chests, 
same time 1861-62.—Greens: There has been a more active cnquiry and 
considerable settlements have been made, principally for the "American 
market, at increased rates. Very little more tea is expected from Kiu- 
Kang, and  pschasers are in consequence more eager, the demand bei 
chiefly for fine Country Teas. Some few Pingsueys hate been quitted at 
previous rates, but common Country and Japan Teas are still neglected. 
Settlements and shipments for the fortnight amount to 29,668 pac y 
making a total of 290,470 packages, against 265,015 packages same time 

ear, Stocks, in all, 18,200 packages. 

‘o0-cuow.—The demand during the fortnight has been languid, and 
rates for Congous have receded about one tael. The settlements re- 
Ported are as under -—Congou, ],700 chests and 3,400 half-chests, at 54 
to 14 taels for low and dusty, and 18} to 18 taels for good common to 
flowery ; Flowery Pekoe, 100 chests, at 24 tq 90 taels for good to fine ; 
Oolong, 3,100 half-chests, at 12} to 16 taels for common to fair 3 
Scented Teas, 2,800 boxes, at 18} to 20 taels for fair to good. The 
total supply of Congous for this season amounts to 572,400 chests, the 
sales baring been 567,000 chests. The supply of last season was 5 
chests, tocks are so much reduced that the season may be said to be 
‘over. They are thus reported :—Congou, 5,500 chests (4,500 ordinary 
and 1,900 common to flavoury); 800 chests Flowery Pekoe; 
1,500 half-chests Oolong; and 2,000 | xes Scented. 

Hanxow.—Five chops of Hohows and Oonams have been settled 
during the fortnight at about one tael below the rate current prior to the 
‘new year. At present four chops of Hohows constitute the entire stock, 
and apparently form the balance of the season’s supply, 

__ Kewxtaxc.—Since the 27th ult., a large business has been transacted 
in green teas, principally good Moyunes and Fychows, at rates fully equal 
to those current prior to the new year. The settlements since that date 
are reported as under : 3,000 half-chests, Taiping and mixed, at taels 21} 
to 254, 7,500 do. com., to fine Fychow, at to 294 taels, 5,403 do. 
com., to good Moyune and Twankay at 25 to 30 taels, and 5,500 do. fine 
Moyune at 31 to 34 taels, say in all, 21,600 half-chests. The stock on 

































the market is reduced to 80,000 half-chests, mostly low and mixed. Of 
blacks there is neither stock nor sales, 

Nacasakt.—A few parcels of fine leaf have changed hands since last 
mail, principally for making up for home shipments. The sto::ks of the 
finer grades are now very small, Lut arvivals of fine tea are daily looked 
for. Exports for February 8.220 piculs. 

YoxuHama.—For the past mont’ there has been a very limited 
business, Settlements are only about 1,150 piculs, principally for the 
‘American market, at previous rates. Stocks :—Ordinary, 1,000 piculs, 
at $1 103; good, ditto, 1,000 piculs, $4 to 6; common, 1.500 piculs, ¢8 
to 12; good, ditto, 1,000 piculs, $24 to 20; medium, 1,100, $21 to 23; 
fine, 1,000 piculs, $29 to $3. 

Raw Six.—SHaNcHat.—During the fortnight a moderate business 
has been transacted, the bulk of the purchasers being confined to Tsatlees. 
Prices are very firm, and the market is so bare of Taysaams that an ad- 
vance of tls. 10 per picul has been paid. The receipts from the interior 
continue very light, and all reports agree that there is little more to be 
brought down for the remainder of the season. ‘The arrivals from Japan 
have been 1,072 bales, and further large supplies are expected to come 
forward from that quarter. The transactions of the fortnight are reported 
at 2,400 balee, making the total settlements of the season to date 63,409 
bales against 63,000 bales at corresponding period last season, and 71,800 
bales the season before. The unsold stock is estimated at 2,000 bales 
now, against 4,500 bales same period last season, and 6,000 bales the 
season before. Quotations: Tsatlees, No. 1, tls, 480 to 490 per picul ; 
2, 460 to 470; 3, 440 to 450. 

NASASAKI.—Holders are keeping so firm for higher rates that there are 
no transactions to report : —The stocks consist of about 60 bales of medium 
to fine. 

YokuHama.—The business for the past month has been small. The 
rates still continue high, and the stock large, a state of things not likely 
to induce much anxiety on the part of dealers to become purchasers. 
Seitlements for the month are estimated at 1,500 bales, making a total of 
20,000 bales, against 8,000 bales the same time last year. No decline is 
anticipated notwithstanding the large yield this season, and the con- 
tinuance of large arrivals, holders being firm, and gradually getting higher 
rates. 

Daves, &c—Cassia Lignea, no sales: quotation $16.50 to 17: stock 
500 ple. Cassia Oil, no sale; no stock. Cassia Buds, sales 35 pls. at 
$50: stock 25 pls. Star Aniseed, no sales: quotation $23: stock 50 
picu's, ‘Aniseed Oil, no sales; quotation $215: nostock. Rhubarb and 
Gamboge, no sales; no stock. China Root, is quoted $4 to 4,50; no 
sales, and a small stock. Galangal, is quoted $3.75 to 4; no sales, and a 
small stock. Galls, are quoted $13.25; no sales, {stock small. Vermilion, 
$40 per box, no sales, Camphor: The market is well supplied, and the 
demand being limited, the price tends down. The production in Japan 
and Formosa is known to be on the increase—stimulated by high rate 
ruling here. ‘The quotation is nominal at $26. No sales reported. 

Corron.—Canton : With the exception of about 300 bales of Shanghai 
and Ningpo staples, no sales have been made during the fortnight. The 

uotations are nominally the same as before, say—Bombay 14¢ 5m to 
62m. Madras 14¢ 5m to 15¢ 5m, Bengal 13¢ 5m to 14¢ 7m. Shanghai 
and Ning 14t 3m to 15¢ 5m. The stocs unsold in the pack houses 
consists n7 400 bales Bombay, 140 bales Bengal and Madras, and 14,700 
bales Shanghai and Ningpo. Hong Kong: The settlements of the fort- 
night are reported at about 2,500 bales Shanghai and Ningyo. ‘The 
rates tend downwards and holders seem anxious to realise; the native 
demand is limited. ‘The quotations a:e—Shanghai good clean $19.00 to 
19.75, inferior $18.50 Japan §20.50 to 21. Shanghai: The settle- 
ments of the fortnight amouat to 20,000 bales, for shipment to Hong 
Kong and Liverpool, principally to the former. The quotations are 13} 
taels to 134 taels, which show an advance. ‘The supplies come forw 
slowly from the country, the capacity for production being still not ascers 
tained.

Corton Yaun.—The sales rted in this market during the fort- 
night are limited to 18 bales, at the prices previously current.

Awearcan Dattis.—The quotations for these goods must to a great 
‘extent be considered nominal, as neither from this port nor from Canton 
are there any sales to be reported. 

‘Wuire Sporrep Sairtincs, Dygo po., Brocapgs WHITE AND 
Cotounep.—The sales which are reported as having taken place in this 
colony amount to 750 pieces and 1,000 pieces of White and Dyed 
Figured Shirtings respectively, and the prices obtained show an advance of 
20 to 25 cents per piece. ere have not been any purchasess of White 
Brocades, but some 500 pieces of Coloured have changed hands, In 
Canton all these descriptions of goods remain without inquiry, al 
a nominal quotation of 90 to 30 cents advance in their value is given. 

Cuintzes AnD Hanpxeacurers have met with fair inquiry in Hon, 
Kong at firmer prices, and the sales of the fortnight are estimated at 1,1 
pieces of the former, and 7,800 dozens of handkerchiefs. A small sale 
of 240 pieces of Damasks, at the ‘annexed quotations, has also been 
effected. 


Raw Corrow remains such as last quoted, cel te, setiements in

Metts. -: Iron, Flat, &c.—With the exception of Nail Rod, which 
has met with fair inquiry both here and in Canton, the market for all 
descriptions of iron has been dull; and the sales of the fortnight are 
estimated at 4,230 picu's of Nail Rod and 650 piculs of Round Bar, 
purchased in this colony, with 5,000 piculs of the former and 320 piculs 
of Hoop sold in Canton; prices for the most part remaining much as be- 
fore quoted. 

Leap has not been quite so firm in price within the last few days either 
here or in Canton, but the transactions reported have been made upon a 
fair scale, and are estimated at 965 piculs and 2,200 piculs respectively. 

‘Tins.—750 slabs have found purchasers in Hong Kong. 

Tin Prates have met with purchasers to the extent of 450 boxes in 
his colony, but the value of the article has not been maintained.

CASUALTIES, 
. HONG KONG. 

The British ship Falcon, Capt. Keay, arrived on the 19th March, after 
a very smart passage of ninety-six Jays from London. Through the 
kindness of the captain, we have been enabled to collect the following 
information from the ship's log-book -—On the 25th February, when in 
Gaspar Strait, the Beatrice, a British. barque, bound from London to Hong 
Kong, was described, a boat from which vessel, with the second mate in 
it, informed those on board the Falcon of a mutiny which had taken place 
‘on board the Beatrice about a forinight previously. It was ascertained that 
an attack had been made upon the captain and his officers at night. “The 
chief officer in the melee (who was in charge of the deck) was brained and 
threwn overboard. The second officer, from the cabin, through the sky- 
light, shot one of the mutincers through the head, killing him instantly. 
The rest of the men then went forward, and the disturbance for the time 
was quelled. The captain received some severe blows on the head from 
bludgeons when trying fo come up the companion, and the second mate 
was injured with a harpoon. Capt. Keay sent his second officer and boat's 
crew on board, and assisted Capt. Taylor of the Beatrice in securing and 
placing in irons four of the mutincers. It was afterwards arranged that 
they should be transferred to the Falcon, as she would arrive sooner in 
Hong Kong, than the Beatrice. Captain Keay kindly lent Capt. Taylor 
two of his own men to help him in prosecuting the voyage to Hong Kong. 
We have yet to learn the cause of this serious crime committed upon the 
high seas.” It has been suggested that the attack was made by the crew 
with the intention to possess themselves of the spirits stored in the cabin, 

The steamer Carthage arrived on March 19 from the coast. She has 
brought to this port for trial the starboard watch of the British ship Aerolite, 
Captain Alleyne, accused indirectly of the murder of the second officer of 
that ship on the passage from London to Shanghai. 

SWATOW. 

The United States sloop Wyoming in coming into harbour struck on a 
sunken rock, starting her woodends forward and breaking in a number of 
her timbers for about thirty feet from the stem on the starboard side; she 
was immediately breached opposite Swatow, where she is being repaired 
sufficiently to be able to proceed to Amoy to dock. Her damages are 
estimated to be not less than twenty-five thousand dollars. The pilot on 
board at the time was a green hand and knew of no rock where she struck.

DANGERS AND DIFFICULTIES IN JAPAN.§ 


To the first place, it is by no means certain that the authorities with 
whom we made the treaty, in virtue of which we establihsed ourselves in 
Japan, and which was the fons et origo of all the subsequent calamities and 
outrages, had any real right or power to make such a treaty, or were in 
fact the true and supreme Government of the land. It is certain that the 
Ruler with whom Lord Elgin fancied he was treating, and by whom the 
Japanese negotiators were assumed to be delegated, had been dead some 
days before the treaty was concluded. It seems certain a'so that this dead 
Tycoon—even if he had been alive—would have bad no authority to 
abrogate or violate any of the fundamental laws of the empire; and it is 
quite certain that the exclusion of foreigners from Japan (as well as the 
right and duty of every native to slay and extern.inate such foreigners) i 
a fundamental law of the empire, and one of its most sacred and positive 
laws, There seems little doubt, finally, that the Japanese polity is not 
only a monarchy and a double and a limited monarchy, but a feudal 
aristocracy ; that the Damios, or great independent or semi independent 

rinces, have as much right and power to say what shall and what shall not 
be done as the Tycoon or the Mikado; and that these Damiosare rootedly 
and incurably averse to foreign residence and foreign commerce. It ap= 
pears very probable, therefore, if not absolutely certain, that this treaty which 
Lord Elgin concluded with a dead man—and in defence of which we 
appear to be on the point of going to war—has no more real or legal 
validity in Japan than would belong to a treaty negotiated in England 
between the late Lord Mayor of London or the present Archbishop of 
Canterbury. It appears very doubtful, therefore—almost more than 
doubtful—whether we have any title to be in Japan at all—whether our 
establishment there is not as great a violation of the laws of the land as it 
is of the prejudices of the nation—and, in consequence, whether we are 
either legally or morally entitled to exact vengeance for outrages which 
have originated in a mistake of Lord Elgin’s, and a cowardly deception 
or an unauthorised assumption of power on the part of the Japanese 
negotiators. It appears very doubtful, moreover, whether the Tycoon (to 
whom, as the nominal civil head of the Government, we must address 
our demands for atonement and protection) has any real power to reach 
the ruffians who have assailed and insulted us, or to punish the princes, 
nearly as high in station as himself, whose servants were probably the 
perpetrators, or to afford us, even if he so desired, py efficient security 
for the future. It is all but certain that he cannot. ‘These things being 
so, what ought to be our course as just men—what our de: 
and our line of proceeding as wise men? Are we to go (o war 
with a semi-barbarous and remote Power in order to enforce a treaty of 
ich the original validity is questionable in the extreme, and in order to 
maintain a position which is unprofitable, and will probably turn out to be 
untenable?’ Is there any object—can there be any hope—of maintaining 
friendly relations, or commercial transactions, or diplomatic intercourse, 
with a people who hold it to be meritorious, as well as lawful to slay all

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
MILITARY DEFENCE OF THE COLONIES. 

(April 28th.) Mr. A. Mitts moved for copy of all communications 
since 1862 between the Secretary of State for the Colonies and 
the representatives of the Crown in the British dependencies respecting 
the mode and cost of their military defence. The discussion, was, how- 
ever, confined to Canada and New Zealand, both of which colonies Mr. 
‘Mills considered ought to have a full share of the cost for military ex- 
penses,—Mr. C. Foarescus thought that the Canadian Government was 
alive to this obligation since they had raised a volunteer force ; still it had 
at present done too little, and the Home Government had expressed this 
opinion very decidedly. There was no correspondence that could be at 
present laid on the fable.—Mr. Minus therefore withdrew his motion. 


CLAIMS OF DISTINGUISHED SERVICE COLONELS, 

€28th.) Gen. Linpsay moved an address to Her Majesty “to appoint a 
Royal Commission to inquire into the claims of twenty-one officers of the 
army, who were promoted to the rank of colonel in 1855 aud 1856 as aides- 
de-camp to the Queen, for distinguished service in the Crimean war, who, 
by a recommendation of the Royal Commission of 1858, had been de- 
Prived to an undue extent of the position they attained by the promotion 
conferred upon them, and to report wiether they are entitled to any re- 
dress." This is not the first occasion on which this subject, one of great 
interest to military men, has been brought before the House. This time 
the debate terminated successfully, for Lord PaLMEnsToy engaged, if 
General Lindsay would withdraw his motion (which he did) that a com- 
mission should be issued to enquire into the matter. 

IRON-CLAD SHIES. 

28th.) Sir J. Etpaisrons, moved an address to Her Majesty 
‘to appoint a Royal Commission to consider the best mode of 
construction and form of the iron-clad ships which are to compose 
the future navy of England; to report upon the thips built and 
building, and the dock and basin accommodation required for their 
use at home and abroad.” He observed that we were now entering 
upon the third re-construction of our navy within his recollection— 
‘® more costly one than the others, and the whole responsibility of this 
enormous charge was thrown upon an office too hard worked. The object 
of bis motion was relieve the Admiralty of labour, and affoid that Board 
the advice of a council of able, scientific men in the construction of our 
iron ships.—Lord R. MONTAGU thought a permanent council to advise 
the Admiralty would be greatly better than a commission, which generally 
buried all bours in a Blue-book. How much better would it be to 
have, as in France, a self-supporting institution for the study of naval 
architecture. In bringing forward an amendment to this effect he quoted 
Mr. Scott Russell’s statement, that the French ships are in every respect 
better than our own. But the most extraordinary result, he said, was that the 
French were gradually‘dispossessing us of the carrying monopoly which 
hitherto we had enjoyed. The Peninsular and Oriental Company had 
been deprived by them of the coasting trade in the Mediterranean, the 
West India Mail Company had to contend with vessels built by the officers 
he had described, and the direct transit of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company was also subject to similar competition. He thought he had 
made out his case for the necessity of providing the service with a perma 
nent staff of naval architects equal to the investigation of the scientific prob- 
Jems of the day, and to give advice and assistance to the Admiralty, The 
constructor of the nary would be supported by a body of scientific men, 
who could be stationed at Columbia, Australia, Hong Kong, the Cape, or 
at other points, and their existence would be attended with this further 
beneficial effect, that scientific inventions, like Captain Cowper Cole's 
cupola ships, would not be cast aside by the Government for nine years, 
but would undergo proper investigation at once.—Mr. Linpsay did not 
Consider that the French iron-cased vessels were at all equal to the English 
and said that the spread of ocean lines of steamers did not depend on the 
existence of a school of naval architects, but on the vast subsidies granted 
by ihe Trench Government.

Peninsular and Oriental Company was given to the Messageries Tmi- 
périales. The greatest steam company in France—the Transatlantic Com- 
Pany—was now building cight ships of close upon 4,000 tons each, and all 
of these had been contracted for by the house of Scott and Sons, of 
Greenock. ‘Three were buiiding in Greenock, and the five others in 
yards in France, under the direction of Mr. Scott's foreman ; and for 
these latter a higher price by 10 per cent. was to be paid than for those 
constructed in the United Kingdom, ‘That fact affurded the best proof 
that we could compete successfully either with the iron or timber ship.

THE ATTACK UPON 8HAOU-HING, 

(May 5th.) Col. Sykes asked the Secretary to the Admiralty if any and 
what measures were to be adopted consequent upon Captain R. Dew, of 
Her Majesty's ship Encounter, employing part of the naval force under bis 
command in an unsuccessful attack upon the city of Shaou-hing, in which 
Lieutenant Tinling, of the Encounter, was killed, Shaou-hing being many 
miles beyond the thirty miles’ radius from a treaty port.—Lord C. PaceT 
said that no official details of the unfortunate event referred to by the hon. 
and gallant gentleman bad been received, but the Admiralty had given 
strict orders ‘that none of Her Majesty's ships should be employed in 
operations beyond a radius of thirty miles from a treaty port. 

CHINA. 

(15th.) Ina very thin House, Mr. Lippett called attention to events 
in China, with a view of obtaining an expression of opinion upon the 
course of policy pursued in that country. He contended that in China 
this country was pursuing a policy of active interference in the internal 
affairs of a foreign nation, in direct contravention of the priaciple of non- 
intervention which Her Majesty's Government professed. He argued that 
England, in fact, had established a military occupation of China, with the 
avowed object of facili d commerce ; but, on the contrary, 
the mixing up of political questions—which were enforced by military 
demonstrations—with mercantile questions, and the regulations which 
had in consequence been adopted, had resulted in a consider. 
able interruption of commercial affairs. He criticised with some 
severity the permission given to Captain Sherard Osborn and 
other officers, and 600 men of the navy, fo enter the service of 
the Emperor of China, contending that it was an infringement of the 
Foreign Enlistment Act. He moved for a copy of all further correspond- 
ence relating to China other than that which had been produced.—Mr. 
J. H. Battute stated that the expense of maintaining our forces in China 
jounted to a million per annum, and it was the duty of the House to 
inquire whether the sum wat properly expended, and to ascertain 
what was the policy and the ultimate views of the Government. 
He denied that the desultory operations of our forces could have 
any real effect in the large province against which they were 
directed, while they certainly affected injuriously the trade of the 
foreign merchants—The question for going into committee of supply 
was put and agreed to, but on the question that the Speaker do leave the 
chair, Mr. CORDEN expressed his suprise that no rnswer bad been given 
by her Mujesty’s Government to the speeches which had been delivered 
‘on a question of such vital importance.—Mr. H. Seymour expressed a 
similar opinion. The House had been treated by the Government with 
the grossest disrespect. He believed the intention of the Government was 
the ultimate conquest of China—Lord Naas never recollected such an 
occurrence as this in the House, when a matter of the utmost importance 
was thus treated by the Government. He gave notice of his intention of 
bringing forward the subject at an early opportunity. —Mr. Watts though « 
the scanty attendance in the House was some justification of the collapse of the 
debate, although he was desirous that the discussion should be continued. 
—Mr. Layaup said he was precluded from speaking more than once in 
the debate on going into committee of supply, because there were four 
subjects for discussion on foreign affairs to which he would have had to 
reply in only one speech. He was quite prepared to have discussed the 
Chinese'question if the debate had been carried on, which it was in the power 
of the hon. members who complained to have done.—Mr. S, FitzcenaLp 
denied that this was the form of the House. The hon. gentleman might 
have spoken separately on each subject, but he was glad that his silence 
was owing to a misconception,

FRANCE. 

We have of late frequently referred to attempts which have 
becn made to compensate for the losses incurred in France from 
the disease among the silkworms by importing seed from [the 
Far East. According to information received by the Minister 
of Commerce from French agents in China, some {districts in 
the province of Che-kiang produce seed giving 120 kilogrammes 
of cocoons per Chinese ounce, which is one-third more than 
the Freuch ounce. The French Legation in China are of 
opinion that the transmission to France might be accomplished 
safely, and within a period of three months at most, through 
Siberia. By transmitting overland the heat of the tropics 
would be avoided, The province of Che-kiang, which is re- 
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markable. for its fertility and its position, possesses forests of 
wild mulberry trees, which serve to produce healthy silkworms. 
The Minister of Commerce thinks that the introduction into 
Prance of this valuable breed of silkworms would be an immense 
B® ¥vi.e rendered to silk producers. The fraud which has been 
practised by vendors of foreign seed of unsound quality need 
noflonger be apprehended. It is proposed, as the most certain 
mode of procuring the best seed from Che-kiang, to appoint 
nine delegates, of whom six should be chosen from among 
French silk growers, and three scientific men; the three latter 
to be named—one by the Minister of Foreign Affairs, the 
second by the Minister of Commerce, and the third by the 
French Consul in China, It is calculated that a great saving 
of expense would be accomplished by this plan, besides the 
advantage to the silk producers of being supplied with a sound 
material, The number of ounces annually used by the French 
silk growers is estimated at 1,200,000, and the cost price in 
China is 4f. 25c. the ounce. The various expenses being added, 
it is calculated that the seed might be delivered to the French 
silk growers at 7f. 57c. the ounce. Now, during the last five 
years the average price was 14f. the ounce ; but, as the half of 
it was bad and unproductive, it costs the silk grower really 2Sf. 
the ounce. Previous to the appearance of the disease among 
silkworms, the best seed was sold at from 3f. to 5f. the ounce. 

Despatches received in Paris from Cochin-China to the 
31st of March state that public order was re-established 
in the colony. A great number of villages bad given in their 
submission. Admiral Bovnard and a Spanish Pienipotentiary 
were to leave for Hué on the 3rd of April, to exchange the 
ratifications of the Treaty of Peace of 1862. ll the Spanish 
troops were to re-embark upon the 2nd of April to return to 
Manila. . 

It is supposed that next year the army will be reduced to 
the normal state of 400,000 men, and 85,705 horses for 
France and Algeria; 188 ships afloat, with a crew of 30,254 
men. It appears that there are at present 419,394 troops 
under arms, of whom 16,200 are in Rome, 1,960 in Cochin 
China, 34,800 in Mexico, not including 4,000 auziliaries who 
require to be fully provided. It appears further that her dis- 
tant expeditions. compel France to maintain 300 ships afloat, 
with a crew of 47,577 meu. 

The chief subject of discussion in the French newspapers is 
the reply of Russia to the notes she has received from England, 
France, and Austria, The view taken of this reply is in 
general favourable to the Emperor Alexander. 

In a discussion on the navy estimates, Count dela Tour com- 
plained of a remission of activity in France, whilst England was 
still making great exertions, In 1857 France had determined 
to employ 17,000,000f. annually in transforming the fleet, and 
he was sorry to see that it was now proposed to reduce that 
sum by 3,000,000f. Since 1857 England had expended vast 
sums in coast defences, and in increasing her navy, so that it 
had acquired a relative superiority over that of France. Then, 
again, England could command the services of 300,000 able- 
bodied sailors, whilst the French navy could not count on more 
than 80,000. There was as great a disparity also in thenumber 
of officers, for while England had 6,000 France had only 1,900, 
even after the recent addition of 210. He trusted that the 
Government would spare uo efforts to keep up efficiency. He 
could not conclude without paying a tribute of gratitude 
to the army and navy, for having so expeditiously sent 
thirty thousand men across the Atlantic. He thought 
the House would admit that the army and navy had 
merited well of the country. General Allard, government com- 
missioner, replied that the navy had not been neglected, that 
the transformation still continued, that a reduction of only 
2,000,000f. had been made, which reduction had been made for 
financial reasons. With regard to the defence of the coasts, 
13,000,000f. had been expended, and 295 batteries and 18 
forts completely terminated. Others were more or less advanced, 
and would be finished in a few years. A reserve for the navy 
as well as the army was perfectly unnecessary. The house was 
evidently uneasy at the ministerial statement, especially when 
reminded that France in 1861 had 35 steam liners, 18 frigates, 
and 1 frigate cuirassée ; that in 1863 progress had relaxed, and 
although she had now 112 steam-vessels, she had only 36 
vessels, 24 frigates, and 4 frigates cuirasssea—64 large fighting- 
ships in all, and only 11 more than in 1861. General Allard 
was reminded that two years ago he had said 6 frigates cuirassées 
were then finished, and that 10 more were rapidly advancing. 

Cherbourg journals report that seven ships of war, fully 





armed, are now in the harbour, viz:—The Napoleon, the Im- 
petueuse, the iron-clad frigates Couronne, Normandie, and Solfe- 
rino, the corvette Forfait, and the guardship Dauphin. This 
assemblage of war vessels is connected by the partisans of war 
with a design to senda French fleet to the Swedish port of 
Carlskrona, which it is observed is only four days’ sail from 
Cherbourg. 

The Annuaire Militaire contains the following statistical de- 
tails of the French army :—The present number of marshals is 
10, Marshal Vaillant, nominated in 1851, being at the head of 
the list. Count D’Ornano, the youngest marshal, was appointed 
in 1861. The number of generals of division of the staff who 
have held chief commands is 10, General Schramm being the 
first on the list, and Count Palikao, better known as General 
Montauban, the last. The number of generals of division of 
staff, lst section, is 82; that of generals of brigade, 158. The 
reserve list, 2nd section, includes 77 generals of division, and 
171 generals of brigade. The staff, which by a decree of June, 
1860, should consist of 580 officers, is composed of 55 colonels, 
35 licutenant-colonels, 110 majors, 290 captains, and 90 lieu- 
tenants, The army is divided into seven corps, six of which 
are in France, and the seventh in Algeria, an expeditionary 
corps in Mexico, and an active division in Rome. 

M. Block, the able political economist, in a review of the 
official returns just published with respect to the trade of 
France during the first three months of the years 1861, 1862, 
and 1863, observes that they are worthy of serious attention. 
The first remark to be made is that French imports are 
gradually decreasing. They amounted to 561,000,000f. in 1861, 
they declined to 515,000,000f. in 1862, and to 498,000,000f. 
in 1863, while the exports as regularly increased. The exports 
amounted to 464,000,000f. in the year 1861, they increased 
to 490,000,000f. in 1862, and to 588,000,000f. in 1863. An- 
other fact worthy of observation is that in 1861 the value of 
the imports exceeded that of the exports by 97,000,000f, in 
1862 by 25,000,000f., but that in 1863 the value of the 
exports exceeded that of the imports by 90,000,000f. M, 
Block is not of opinion that economists should rejoice at this 
zxcess of the exports over the imports. They should first 
ascertain whether the amount of exports has not been influenced 
by the system of bounties, the low value of produce, or other 
circumstances. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, May 6, 

Their Majesties the King and Queen, accompanied by the 
Prince of Orange, and attended by a numerous suite, arrived 
in this city from the Hague on the 30th ultimo, by a special 
train, on their usual annual visit. : 

In the First Chamber of the States-General the attention 
of the members was mainly directed towards the Bills sent up 
to them by the Lower Chamber for their approval and confirs | 
mation. The Bill for the Administration of the Crown Domain 
passed without a division, as did also, after a short discussion, 
the Extension of Art. 17 of the Law of the 19th of August, 
1861, concerning the National Militia, The confirmation of 
the Decree of the Governor-General of Netherlands India, 
allowing the duty-free importation on paddy and rice in Java 
and Madura, as well as the abolition of all import duties on 
articles of food throughout Netherlands India, was passed 
without a division, after some explanations given by the Colonial 
Minister. The Bill for the alteration of the Excise duty on 
foreign distilled spirits was passed, after some explanations made 
by the Minister of Finance. The Bill for the release of the 
tithes by purchase then came on, and gave rise to a long and 
adjourned debate, and was eventually negatived by 23 to 13 
votes. This is the third time they have thrown out this Bill 
in succeeding sessions, and thus the agricultural interest in this 
country has no chance of being relieved of this great impediment 
to its gradual development. It will be recollected that the 
Bill passed the Second Chamber by a large majority ; but a 
great divergence of principle exists between the two Chambers 
on this important subject, with but very little chance of their 
coming to an agreement or even compromise, as the members 
of the first Chamber are elected by the Provincial States, which 
by the constitution in force cannot be dissolved. The last 
subject for discussion by the First Chamber was the new Edu- 
cation Bill, which, after some debate and explanations offered 
by the Prime Minister, Thorbecke, was passed by 26 to 7 votes, 
and then the Chamber adjourned for the present. 
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It is stated, that on the return of the Court to the Hague, the 
-Prince of Orange will leave this country on a visit to several 
European capitals. Rumour supposes that his journey is not 
altogether unconnected with a matrimonial project. When the 
visit to this city is over, the Prince will in the first place pro- 
cecd to England and witness the Epsom races. 

During the month of April the number of vessels that arrived 
sin this country from the East was only 13 (against 36 in 
March and 34 in February), bringing nine cargoes for the Com- 
pany, and four for the private trade. Six discharged at Am- 
sterdam, and seven at Rotterdam. Four of these vessels came 
from Batavia, five from Banjoewangie, one from Samarang, one 
from Sourabaya, one from Passaroeang, and one from Padang. 
Amongst other produce they brought 44,430 bags of coffee, and 
22,348 kranjangs of sugar. 

The Dutch ship Johannes Hendrikus Ferdinand, Capt. G. H. 
Lodewyks, from Shields to Sourabaya with coals (chartered by 
the company), has put into Nieuwe Deep in a leaky state, and 
is discharging her cargo previous to undergoing the necdful 
repairs, 

According to a report from Capt. Tode, arrived at Falmouth 
from Matanzas, he states having seen on the 10th of April, in 
40 N, lat., and 40 W. long., a ship bearing the name of J. A. 
Bang, dismasted and in a sinking state. The Dutch ship 
L. A. Bung, Capt. C. M. Fallenius, sailed from Shields to Ba- 
tavia on the 20th of March with coals, under charter for the 
Netherlands Trading Company. 

By the last Cape mail intelligence has been received stating 
that the Dutch ship Zryntje Fenna, Capt. J. Abbink, from Ba- 
tavia to this country, which had put into Simon's Bay under 
average, had repaired damages aud reloaded her cargo on the 
13th of March, and was about to proce on her voyage. 285 
kranjangs of sugar and 169 bags of cloves were sea damaged, 
and had been sold, in addition to which the captain had taken 
up £1,700 on a bottomry bond, 

An interesting ceremony was performed last week at the 
Hague, in the saloon of the First Chamber of the States- 
General, where the medals were presented by the Prime Minister, 
Thorbecke, to the Dutch subjects who gained honours at the 
Tuternational Exhibition of 1862, All the Ministers were 
present, as well as the Royal Commissioner and the President of 
the Association for the development of Dutch national in- 
dustry, whilst on the right of Mr. Thorbecke sat the British 
Ambassador, In the middle of the saloon were scated the 
sixty-seven gentlemen to whom medals were awarded, whilst 
the seventy-nine who received honourable mention were ranged 
along the side walls. The Premier made a suitable speech, in 
which, after referring to the cosmopolitan character of the Ex- 
hibition, and the international feature now assumed by modern 
industry, he showed how absurd it was at the present day for 
nations to shut themselves out from general competition with 
the whole world, Industry (he added) can only prosper by 
free trade, and no amount of favour or protection can produce 
a healthy and flourishing comineree, which proceeds solely from 
unshackled competition with other countries. 

Mr. Pieter Jeckel, Knight of the O:der of the Netherlands 
Lion, dicd at the Hague on the 29th uit, in the 65th year of 
h’s age. From 1817 to 1833 he was emploved in the Colonial 
Office, and was then sent out to Java as Assistant-Secretarre to 
the Indian Government by Mr. J. C. Baud, when that gentle- 
man was Culonial Minister. In November, 1845, he was ap- 
pointed Gozernor of the Molucea Islands, but was obiiged, from 
ill-health, to return to Java in 1847, where he was employed 
in helping to draw up the Government regulations for the ‘ad- 
ministration of the Dutch outside possessions in the Indian 
Archipelago, In 1849 he was named President of the General 
Court of Accounts in Java, in which capacity he remained till | 
1851, when he resigned his appointment ‘and returned to 
Holland, He was greatly respected, aud is very generally re- | 
gretted by his numerous friends and acyuaintances, |

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THE DEFEAT AT SHAOU-HING. 

CoLoneL Syxes, who is famed in the House of Commons 
for the number of useless questions which he asks, has certainly 
not done unwisely in referring to the recent defeat at Shaou-hing 
and to Captain Dew’s conduct in employing part of the force 
under his command in an attack upon that town. As far as we 
are able to judge, Captain Dew’s presence on that occasion was 
most unjustifiable. What business had that officer to be there 
atall? Asa private spectator he was simply exposing himself 
to unnecessary risk, but as an officer of the British navy, it is 
absurd to suppose he was there as a spectator; and if he took 
upon himself to advise or command, he was compromising our 
authorities in China, and acting in bad faith towards the rebels. 
Shaou-hing, as Colonel Syxes truly observed, was a considerable 
distance beyond the thirty mile radius, and we are distinctly 
told that Captain Dew was actively engaged in the assault, that 
he took up a 68-pounder in his train, and that after the repulse, 
a sap was made and fortifications thrown up under his superin- 
tendence. Thisis not the first time that Captain Dew’s conduct 
has called for severe comment, but in the present instance the sad 
Joss of Lieut. TrnL1nG seemsto render it imperative that heshould 
either—if that be possible—justify his conduct, or be publicly 
reprehended for it. 

We can scarcely believe that Captain Dew’s official statement 
when it arrives, will be such as to exonerate him from blame, 
yet it is but just that we should wait for that statement before 
passing a final judgment. This much, however, is clear, that 
the strict orders said to have been issued from the Admiralty 
must be rigidly enforced, unless we are prepared for interminable 
difficulties and broils while carrying on our commerce in China. 
The Celestial Empire is not a field in which British bravos or 
swashbucklers can display their pluck and daring and kill, or be 
killed, without injury to their country. If, as Mr. KincLake 
affirms, “there lurks in the men of these isles a vestige of man 
the savage,” China is not the place in which to display that 
spirit with impunity. Our aims in China are, or ought to be, 
peaceable. It is in the quiet pursuits of commerce that we have 
established a position in the empire. ‘hat position, indecd, 
has not been won without bloodshed, but in every instance war 
has been thrust upon us; our merchant princes in the Far East 
have neither desired it nor provoked it. Their interest is to be 
on friendly terms with the Government aud the people, and to 
avoid everything which may affect the entente cordiale which is 
so essential to the furtherance of trade. If it be impossible to 
avoid taking a side, and acting with vigour against the rebels, at 
least let it not be said that we are behaving in bad faith towards 
them. The Tsipings understand by this time that the thirty- 
mile radius is to be kept clear ; they know that if they venture 
within that charmed circle they must come prepared to fight 
with English soldiers ; but what will they think of our word, and 
of our alleged neutrality, if a British officer overstrides the 
limits marked out by his own Government and wantonly attacks 
them upon neutral territory? We say nothing of the company 
in which Captain Dew proceeded on this ill-judged errand, 
except that the wanton plunder of a town on the road by the 
French contingent might have sufficed to convince him that the 
enterprise was not one in which he could legitimately take part. 

The death of Lieutenant TinLING, although only a melancholy 
incident of the adventure, renders it imperative, as we said 
before, that we should receive full particulars concerning it.

That young and brave Christian officer who was beloved by all 
who knew him, and whose loss is snid to be mourned “ as that.

OUR TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES, 

Of the various foreign countries of the Far East, with which 
we carry on trade, there are none which we watch with greater 
interest than the Philippines, with which our direct trade is 
steadily increasing, although not at so rapid a rate as the 
numerous staples there to be obtained would lead us to antici- 
pate. If we trace back the statistics of our commerce for the 
last five or six years the following are the results :—

We also ship foreign and colonial goods to the value of £6,000 
or £7,000 a year. 

In glancing at the direct imports we receive from the Philip- 
pines, we notice that there has been an increase in copal, which 
now reaches about 1,400 tons, but a total cessation of the sup- 
plies of mastic. This, we suspect, arises from a confusion of 
names for one and the same article. Manila hemp has greatly 
increased in supply, our imports which in 1860 fell to 
77,538 ewt., rose in 1861 to 209,000 cwt., and were last year 
173,478 owt. Indigo has advanced to nearly 900 owt.; the 
supplies of sapanwood have declined; hides have dropped 
to a mere nothing; mother-of-pearl shells keep steady at 
2,000 to 2,500 ewt., and tortoise-shell comes forward in larger 
quantities, the exports reaching 4,000 to 5,000 lbs, ; manufac- 
tured tobacco and cigars are declining, but sugar has largely 
increased, now averaging 400,000 to 500,000 owt. 

The chief exports from here to the Philippines are cottons, 
linens, and leather. Last year the cotton exports were but half 
the usual amount, 

We possess more official information respecting the outports 
and stations of the Philippine group through our consuls than 
we do of Manila, {the seat of Government and the principal 
port. We are therefore glad to be able to fall back on the 
latest report of Mr. Loney, British Vice-Consul at Polillo, for 
some interesting official details as to the progress of trade in 
the Archipelago. The excellent harbour and advantageous 
position of Poliilo as the central port of'a group of fertile islands, 
numbering 2,000,000 of inhabitants, itself the chief tradal 
market of the most populous province of the Philippines, and of 
an island containing 800,000 souls, are of themselves sufficient 
to command public attention, 

The principal articles of export of interest in connection with 
foreign markets are sugar, sapanwood, hides, hemp, and paddy ; 
leaf tobacco is also exported to a considerable extent, but en- 
tirely on Government account. The export of sugar from Polillo 
last year was about 120,000 tons, an increase of 10,000 or 
11,000 tons in seven years. Probably no sugar district with 
similar means can show the same rapid increase. There are 
other products which are capable of great development, such as 
coffee and cotton, and (if the present unfortunate monopoly 
were abandoned) tobacco. The Polillo crop of tobacco has in 
some years reached 30,000 cwt. There have been instances 
of quantities of the leaf being destroyed by natives dissatisfied 
with the classification. What is rejected by the Government 
classifiers is not allowed to be sold for export. The cotton 
plant grows vigorously in almost all the districts of Panay and 
Negros, and of various quality, some of remarkably good staple, 
but it is not yet produced in sufficient quantity for export, 
About 300 tons of cotton are annually brought from the pro- 
vince of Batangas, near Manila, and used in the native looms, 
It is likely that agriculturists will now give much more atten- 
tion to this, one of the most promising products of the island, 
to the culture of which recent events in America have given an 
increased interest. Among the minor articles of shipment are 
buffalo horns, cowries, rattans, mat bags, beeswax, cocoa, arrow- 
root, wheat, vegetable pitch, beche de mer, dried vegetables, 
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beans, &., cocoanuts, deer skins, timber (including ebony and 
fine woods of various kinds), and a large quantity of valuable 
goods of native manufacture made of the fibres of the pine- 
apple leaf, and of silk, cotton, and hemp. Of sapanwood the 
shipments are about 2,200 tons. Hemp, being mostly brought 
from the neighbouring islands as returns for paddy aud native 
goods, is shipped to a small extent from Polillo, in irregular 
quantities of from 100 to 250 tons per annum ; but in case of 
@ direct demand for a foreign market, large quantities could be 
obtained from Leyte and Samar at considerably cheaper rates 
than those current at Manila. Steam gun-boats are now re- 
placing throughout the Archipelago the heavy sailing boats pre- 
viously employed, These have in some measure promoted cor- 
respondence and communication with the neighbouring islands 
. and proviners, and are likely to prove much more effectual in 
repressing piracy than the former gunboats. They have had 
several encounters with the pirates of the Sooloo seas, and have 
brought in many pirate “ pancos” and other smaller boats. 
Those pirates arrive annually in the Philippine group from the 
Sooloo Sea, particularly from the island of Tawi Tawi, reaching 
Panay and Negros about May, and continuing their depredations 
until the change of the monsoon enables them to return about 
October or November. 

‘Though communication with the neighbouring islands has been 
facilitated by these steam gun-boats, a moro rapid means of 
intercourse is still a great desideratum. At times, intervals 
of more than a month elapse without news from the capital, 
which is the centre of all advices bearing on trading interests, 
and gives the standard of value for all the products of the 
Archipelago, This slowness of intercourse acts most prejudi- 
cially in every way. A company at Manila is about to run a 
steamer between that port, Polillo and Zebu, and the establish- 
ment of a live of this nature will be very advantageous. It is 
also stated that the Government intend to carry on a monthly 
communication by steam with those more important provinces, 
an assertion to which the number of stcamers arriving from 
Spain seems to give confirmation. Tho offers of subsidy made 
by the Government some time ago for the establishment of 
merchant steamers to take the mail to all the provinces were 
not accepted, owing to the number of conditions with which 
the contracts were hampered; but they showed that the 
Government were alive to the rapidly-growing tradal importance 
of the provinces, and the consequent necessity of establishing 
prompt and regular communication. 

The opening to foreign trade of the port of Zebu will, doubt- 
less, prove as beneficial as has been the case at Polillo. Zebu 
affords great facilities for the supply of cargoes of sugar, hemp, 
and other valuable products, obtained, besides what the 
island itself furnishes, from the coast of Negros, from Leyte, 
from the populous island of Bohol and from that of Samar. 
It has also the great advantage of possessing the extensive and 
valuable coal mines, which are now at length being brought 
into use. 

The formation of a new Government for the extensive island 
of Mindanao (the future importance of which it would be 
difficult to over-estimate), and the possessions contiguous thereto, 
is also an important step. ‘Ihe establishment of the seat of 
this Government at Cotabato in the great river of the Min- 
danao, which runs through a populous fertile and cultivated 
region, seems to bea judicious selection of locality, and caleu- 
lated to develo; e the resources of an island of such great natural 
productive powers. The development of trade at Mindanao 
will materially react beneficially on that of Polilloand the sur- 
rounding islands, from which the Mindanao districts are 
separated by so unimportant a distance. The reduction of 
duties on foreign goods at Zamboang is another indication of a 
more liberal commercial policy. 

The Government are very wisely abolishing most of the 
monopolies which have hitherto checked progress and fettered 
trade. Thus a royal order, has permitted tho general 
manufacture, sale, aud export of rum since Ist of January, 
1862. Planters have in consequence been providing themselves 
with stills from Europe. It is understood to be also in con- 
templation to abolish the monopoly of the native wine obtained 
from the cocoa and nipa palms, The prices to be given by the 
Government to growers of tobacco, and the per centage granted 
to the functionaries employed in its collection and classification, 
hhave been increased. It would seem evident from many 
indications that the freedom of this very important article is 
now regarded as a question of more or less time only, the prin- 
ciple of the desirability of placing it in the same unrestricted 





position as in Cuba, being admitted both at Manila and Madrid” 

It is in contemplation to place a lighthouse on the Seven 
Sins Rock, and one on Point Bondulan, on the island of Gui- 
maras. Orders to this effect have been issued by the Govern- 
ment, and this measure and the projected laying down of buoys 
along the channel, near the Iguana Bank, and the Otong Shoal, 
will render the navigation still safer. Polillo, with these im- 
provements, will be one of the most easily accessible, as it now 
is the securest port of the Philippine Archipelago. 








Literature. 

Mr. Kinglake's narrative of the “ War in the Crimea” has 
already reached a third edition, yet it is curious that he 
does not alter in the text the obvious blunders which have 
been pointed out by his reviewers. In one case he describes 
Major Norcott as performing an action with which that gentle- 
man has shown he had nothing to do, but instead of properly 
correcting the error in the text, Mr. Kinglake ina note asks his 
readers to substitute Lawrence for Norcott whenever the latter 
name appears. The great liberal, and conservative organs, 
the Edinburgh Review and the Quarterly Review have both 
published articles not at all complimentary to Kinglake’s work. 
While allowing that the writer displays much ability, they aver 
that his book is fu'l of prejudices, perversions of fact, careless 
misrepresentations, and statements as untrue as they are un- 
generous with regard to our allies. Perhaps the essay in the 
Quarterly is the more able of the two, as it is evidently written 
by a man acquainted with all the military details of the war, 
The writer says:—“ We are compelled to leave unexposed 
many of the inaccuracies of this most audacious history. A 
volume would be required to refute Mr. Kinglake's blunders, 
which, ludicrous when he is describing military operations on 
a great scale, become positively offensive when he condescends 
to speak of individuals. We have hitherto prided ourselves upon 
the impartiality of our historians, especially in a manly and 
generous treatment of other nations, even when our enemies ; 
Mr. Kingiake has deprived us of that privilege. We can no 
longer protest against the historic perversions of a Thiers, or 
tho vain-glorious boastings of a Bazancourt. ‘The answer will 
be, ‘You English have your Kinglake.’ ” 

Both the great reviews have articles ‘on Colenso, the Edin- 
burgh taking up generally the subject of Biblical inspiration, 
and the Quarterly discussing in an crudite manuer the second 
part of tho Bishop's work, and utterly destroying the foundation 
on which his arguments are based. Certainly these two earliest 
of the Quarterlies maintain their ascendancy in spite of younger 
rivals ; so also do some of the half-crown Monthlies, such as 
Blackwood and Frazer. In the long list of shilling periodi- 
cals, which, by the way, increase in number continually, 
the Cornhill and Macmillan take the highest rank. This 
month the Cornhil’ has an interesting article entitled 
“From Yedo to London with the Japanese Ambassadors,” 
and a most able and cleverly exaggerated eulogium on “Chess,” 
which is characterised ‘as tho best of all games for every- 
body. In reply to this The Mirror (a new and admirable 
weekly journal, conducted by Mr. Dallas, late principal re- 
viewer of Zhe Times) takes up the cudgels for Whist in 
a humorous article, which is in itself worth the price of 
the whole paper. In Macmillan for this mouth Ruffini 
continues his “ Vincenzo, or Sunken Rocks ;” but another tale 
is sadly needed to keep up the life of the periodical, which, ably 
as it is conducted, but seldom affords pabulum which can be easily 
digested after dinner. While on the magazines we may mention 
that the National has an article on “British Policy in Japan,” the 
writer of which holds that, for political rather than for com 
mercial reasons, it is impossible, come what may, for us to with 
draw from the country,—and that two new claimants for public 
favour have appeared this month. One of these is entitled 
The Victoria Magazine, and is chiefly remarkable as being set up 
by female compositors, aud printed by Emily Faithfull, printer 
and publisher in ordinary to Her Majesty; the other is of a 
more ambitious character, and has adopted the title of The New 
Review. It will be published monthly, at 2s. 6d., by Simpkin, 
Marshall and Co. The politics of the journal are Liberal-Conserva- 
tive, and the first number issued this mouth contains an able 
diatribe against what the writer terms “Fossil Whiggism,” a 
“ Review of the Italian Question,” “Sensation Pictures,” avd 
other vigorous articles. The journal will contain no tales or 
poetry, but will occupy the position of a regular review. 
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THE DEATH OF LIEUTEMANT TINLING. 

The Bath Chronicle writes :—“ More than a week has now elapsed 
since a telegraphic despatch from Suez announced, with cruel abrupt- 
~ ness, that Lieutenant Tinling, son of the Rev. E. D, Tinling, one of Her 
Majesty's Inspectors of Schools, had been killed in an unsuccessful attack 
upon the Taiping fortifications at Shaou- hing, and very deep, general, and 
heartfelt has been the sympathy felt in this city with the afflicted family of 
this gallant young officer. Any faint hopes which may have been enter. 
tained that @ mistake in the name might have been made, or that, though 
waunded, he it have been aturely announced as dead, were yes- 
terday dissipated by the arrival of letters from China. In a letter from 

Captain Dew, RN, of the encounter, which we have been permitted to 
read, is the following account of the sad event:—t Your son, when 
‘wounded, was up the country with me, and present at an attack on a rebel 
city called Shaou-hing. I had repeatedly cautioned him against exposing 
himself to the enemy's fire, but he did not seem to know what fear was, and 
while watching with his opera glass the effect of our fire on the wall a small 
bullet struck him in the back of the head. _1 saw the bullet extracted, and 
sent him down to the ship at once. For quiet, his messmates removed him 
‘on shore to Mr. Hewlett’s, a Consular officer and his great friend, and when 
the bad symptoms set in, his messmates never left him day or night. Mr. 
. Moule, a most excellent missionary clergyman, was ever with him.” And 
he adds, ‘the grief of.his men and shipmates could hardly be less than 
our own, Both to myself and all the Enc .unter's men he had endeared 
imself by his many good qualities, and above all his chivalrous gallantry 
‘and the gloom thrown over all by his death I have no words to expr 
Dr. Irwin, who attended him during his last days, says,—* He had endeared 
himself to all of us. His gallantry on several occasions was the theme of 
‘universal admiration, and we mourn his as that of a brother. 
great consolation to us that his faith was firm in Christ, and that he has but 
changed this world for a better.” The following account of Lieutenant 
Tinling’s career appears in the same journal:—" Lieutenant Tinling was 
born in May, 1842, and was appointed a naval cadet to Her Majesty's ship 
Pearl in 1856, in which ship he served on the Pacific and China stations 
till June, 1859. He returned to the China station in the autumn of that 
year, in the Zmperieuse, Captain Maguire, R.N., passed for mate in Feb. 
ruary, 1862, and fifteen hours afterwards was made acting lieutenant, when 
he was transferred to the Encounter, Captain Dew, R.N., then lying at 
Hong Kong. At the capture of Ningpo, in May, Mr. Tinling, then 
acting-lieutenant, distinguished himself so much and was so favourably 
mentioned in his capiain’s despatches that the Admiralty, upon the receipt 
of them, promoted him at once to the rank of lieutenant. At the attack 
‘on Furgwha in last October, Lieutenant Tinling was hotly engaged, and 
Was struck by a spent ball. When Ward's men refused to resume the 
attack he, with another officer, brought up a ladder, which he mounted, 
but he was evespemered and obliged to retire. Commander Bosanquet, of 
the Flamer gunboat, having been wounded on this occasion, Lieutenant 
Tinling was placed in command of the Flamer, and continued in her for 
nine weeks, after which he rejoined the Encounter, and on the 19:h of 
February, 1863 (exactly one year from the day on which he had been made 
acting-lieutenant), he received his fatal wound.” 




























































THE FRENCH LINE TO CHINA. 

The following description of these steamers has been published in 
the Morning Herald :—* A gentleman who cast his fortunes on board 
the Labourdonnais, which left Marseilles on the 19th of January, d 
scribes a ecries of discomfo ind disa: such as we fascy” ha 
never been experienced during any one single trip in a“ P. and 0." 
ship. The first mishap was the fall of a spar, by which a la 
passenger narrowly escaped being killed. ‘Then it was found nece: 
sary to leave the anchor, the—appropriately named —donkey-engine re- 
fusing to work. After this the engine twice broke down, and owicg, it 
would seem, to inefficient provision against bad weather, there was a great 
destruction of crockery and cabin furniture. The ship was a day lat 
Alexandria, and another day was then lost in Egypt through ihe mi 
management of some person or persons unknown. At Suez the Alph 
awaited the passengers; and she proved, contrary to promise, to be a 
miserable marcheur. Her bottom was fou!, aud her engines in full w 
disorder, so that there was nothing but mishaps during 
gress, which was so slow that she was passed in the Red ny 
“'P. and O.” vessel, bearing the mails, which left Suez twelve hours after 
her, the mails themselves having been despatched from Marseilles fifty-four 
hours after the departure of the Zabourdomuais. After leaving Aden the 
French pilot managed to run upon a sand bank ; then the awning was set 
on fire, to the imminent danger of the ship. By this time the reckoning 
became uncertain by fifteen miles, so that she reached Galle by a fluke. 
In that port there was a detention’ of three days, owing to another ship 
belonging to the same company having broken down after leaving Cal- 
cutta, Theze and other mishaps occupied the lnckless Alph ‘e until her 
arrival in the Hooghly. But the list by no means includes a'l the ineon- 
veniences suffered by the passengers. Not for them was the miserable 
expedient of drowning their private wretchedness in the pleasures of the 
table. The table had no pleasures, it had only pains. All on rd — 
French as well as English—joined in utter condemnation of the cookery, 
which, even if good, could not have disguised the bad materials 
employed. Moreover, the quantity supplied, as well as every accessory 
accommodation, was found lamentably ficient. And if the food was 
bad, the drink was even worse. What would “ P. and 0." passenzers 
tay to vile Marsa'a, doled out as if it were Imperial Tokay. relieved only 
by the commonest vin ordinaire, and a coarse, fiery eau de vie, manufac: 
tured from whisky and barley! This was the entertainment provided for the 
first-class passengers. Into’ the agonies endured by the second we will 
not enter. This much is plain: that however the other discomforts of 
the journey may be azcribed to the youth and inexperience of the com 
pany, the iable arrangements cannot be placed to that account. Indeed, 
the opinion gencrally entertained seems to be that things are likely to get 
worse instead of better, as the large sub-idy received from the Govern- 
ment renders the company so independent of the public as to be quite 
indifferent to ‘complaints. Instead of, floating hotels, indeed, as 
the “P. and ©." ships are called, those of the Messageries 
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Imperiales are freely likened to floating cabarets, where smok- 
ing is tolerated everywhere, and cleanliness almost entirely 
disregarded. It has frequently been urged upon the “P. and 0.” 
Company that the board—and more especially the wines, should 
be made » distinct charge from the passage, but the plan is generall 
found unacceptable to Anglo-Indians, who dislike disbursements in deuil, 
and especially to ladies, so many of whom travel alone, or with theit 

ilies. ‘The contract system has, therefore, been found preferable, even 
by the French company, so that’ the passengers have not the remedy 
against being poisoned, that taking their meals by the carte might ibly 
supply. Unless, therefore, the Messageries Imperiales make considerable 
alterations in their arrangements it appears that the British grumbler will 
be driven back perforce to the “ P. and O.,” and that the Gallic grumbler, 
however patriotic, will be induced to follow his example. 
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COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 

THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA V. RICH. 

Mr. Bovill, Q.C., moved for a rule calling on the plaintiffs to show 
cause why the defendant's attorney should not be at liberty to inspect and 
make extracts from certain documents in an action by the plaintiffs against 
the defendant, who was one of their managers in India, charging him with 
having mismanaged the business of the bank in having improperly given 
credits, and other matters of that description, The documents consisted 
chietly of correspondence between the head office in London and the re- 
presentatives of the bank in Calcutta relative to the charges, and after the 
defendant had left the bank and the disputes had arisen. Que portion had 
been furnished, but the part refused was kept back on the ground that it 
as a correspondence between the officials in England and India exclu- 
sively with reference to this suit. ‘The Court granted the rule. 


















Caixa Wesitvay Mission Breaxr The annual public break- 
fast mecting on behalf of the Wesleyan Mission to China was held on the 
Qnd inst. at the London Tavern; the Hon. A. M’Artbur in the chair. 
The speeches after the breakfast were very interesting, but we can only 
find space for a few salient points. With reference to Chinamen in the 
colonies, the Chairman said: ** The gold attractions have induced many of 
them to visit Culifornia and the Australian colonies. I regret to say that 
the treatment which they have sometimes received has been so injirious 
and_un-Christian-like as, I fear, almost to countenance their idea that we 
are indeed barbarians. And yet we need scarcely wonder that Americans 
in California and our own countrymen in the colonies should dislike the 
Chinese, and manifest strong repugnance to seeing multitudes of them 
flocking to their shores, We hiave in the colonies, as you have, unhappily, 
in England also, a class of men who are destitute of religious principles, 
who are intensely selfish, and who suppose that every person and every- 
thing is likely to interfere with their own interest. Such men, of course, 
‘oppose the Chinese; it may be from the natural antipathy of race, or it 
may be from mistaken motives of worldly policy. We have, however, 
many thoughtful, wise, and good men, who entertain no unfriendly feel- 
ing towards the Chinese, but who, looking at the teeming millions of Chin 
and looking at the sparseness of our European population in the country, 
dread the idea of being inundated by hordes of idolatrous people and of ex- 
posing our rising youth of both sexes tothe contaminating iufnoesby which 
they would, under such circumstances, be surrounded. But while the Chinese 
have been on some occasions cruelly treated, [am happy to say these im- 
migrants have had the protection of the Government, and they have not 
been altogether neglected by the Christian churches of Australia, Tam 
not in a position to say definitely what has been done, nor what agency has 
been employed by other Ciurches; but I can inform you that in 
connection the Wesleyan ™ Committee, an Australian

serve the interests of this association by stating the different incidents 
which have occurred during the course of my service in China. 1 left 
England in 1859, and arrived on the station in 1860. I was very shortly 


after stationed at Canton, and having been furnished with a letter of intro- 
duction to Mr. Cox, [took an early opportunity of endeavouring to find 
him out. After some difficulty, and after taking a lengthened cruise on 
the Canton river, 1 was safely landed at our Mission, which is by the 
river side; but not being able to speak in thy language, for some time I 
was in a difficulty, surrounded by natives who looked upon me with 
wonder. But presently I heard a murmur of voices, and lovkiag forward 
I saw a large room, wiere I found an English lady, surrounded by a 
number of Chinese girls of varior . sizes, and conditions. ‘This, 
afterwards found out, was our girls’ school, conducted by Mrs. Piercy, 
and the sight of an English lady, under such circumstances, conversing 
in what seemed su le lang: f very inter 
i insight into missionary life. — I soon 
sai nd Mrs, Piercy and the other members of 
the Mission and their friends. Mr. Cox, [ learned, was absent in England, 
Our missionaries at Canton not ony carry on the work of schools, and 
the labour of imparting instruction to the heathen, but they als. 
another very important duty, and that is to exercise a good influ 
foreign residents in Canton. This was especially the cas: during the oc- 
cupation of Canton by our naval an: military forces. I knew an officer 
of the garrion and several men who were converted during 
their stay in Canton through the instrumen'ality of our missionaries. 
The missionaries of Canton have weebly prayer-meetings held on Thurs- 
day evenings at the houses of the different missionaries in_rotation, with 
the view of imploring the Divine blessing on their labou eir own 
hearis may be preserved, and that they may be assisted in their work by 
having the Divine blessing upon them: These meetings are most_punc- 
tually and energetically kept, and I found them very intere-ting indeed. 
In Mr. Pierey’s house’ at Canton there is aiso Sunday evening service, 
conducted by the missionaries in rotation, and this is a great comfort to 
those foreigi residents and naval and military people, whether officers or 
men, who have any taste for be ings. So that it is our interest by a 
two-fold motive to support our missions, not only for the Chinese, though 
there certainly they were more especially required, but for other residents. 
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. After leaving Canton, I went to Swatow, which is a very disagreeable, 
‘anhealthy find of flaze, and the people there have a greater 
antipathy to strangers than any other gm and the only piece 
of information that I picked up was that Garibaldi had visited 
it in the character of a master of avesel. We were not there 
very long, being soon ordered on to Amoy. There I found the 
missionary work in a very flourishing condition, and the London and Pres- 
byterian Missionary Societies have some very interesting stations there, 
In company with the Rev. C. Douglas and'W. Swanston, of the Presbyterian 
Mission, I went upon an excursion of about twenty miles up the river. 
« The country was very pretty, and upon our arrival we were very warmly 
- welcomed by the Chinese Christians who had been expecting us, and that, 
to my mind, was quite a new phase of the Chinese character. After 
leaving Amoy we went to Foo-chow, and there I found a very flourishing 
Methodist Mission, not an English Methodist Mission, but a Methodist 
Mission nevertheless, and here I had a greater insight into the manners 

and customs of the Chinese Christians as compared with the heathen 

Chinese than at any other place. Amongst other incidents I attended a 

Love Feast. It was an extraordinary Love Feast, for it was a gathering of 

all the members of the churches within a reasonable distance, and the 

Chinese were very liberal in accommodating those who came from distant 

parts, It was a most interesting meeting, and the Chinese spoke with 
much feeling. After a time, my friend Mr. Gibson, the missionary, in- 
troduced me as an English Mimi, which is the word there for Methodist 5 
and I was requested to give my experience. and of course I had to doit through 
an interpreter, but Thad the same story to tell. It was the love of our Saviour 
Jesus Christ." Afterwards, in the course of the day, I partook of the 
sacrament, and I really enjoyed the service exceedingly. While I was at 

Foochow, Mr. Gibson, the missionary, introduced’ me to a literary 

character, who had been for some time a hearer. I suppose he thought 

he would like to do a good stroke of business, and he volunteered his 
services to produce native converts at the reasonable rate of a dollar 

a head, He was evidently under the impression that we undertook 

nothing unless a profit was made, and I suppose he thought that the 

missionaries would have such a liberal per centage upon the converts 

Parkes, missionary in the West Indies, said:—*It is now just 

thirty-two years since I entered the Mission work, and twenty-five of 

those years have been spent in the nm field, I esteem it to be the 
highest honour and the greatest happiness that I could have enjoyed, to 
be engaged in this work, and the longer I am connected with it, thé more 
highly do I prize the honour and happiness which God has conferred upon 
me. [feel it to be an additional honour that God has called two of my 
sons to this work, and both to the China Mission. I would not wish 

_ anything more honourable for them than that which God has given them. 
Whilst I am labouring, thousands of miles away in the West, they will be 
labouring at a still greater distance in the 3 and if, while I am en- 
deavouring to win souls to Christ in the West, they are doing the same 
in the East, we are engaged in the sane work, and looking for the same 
recompense and reward. [have no doubt about the success of the Mission 
to China. Our West India Mission is insignificant, compared with the 
great field to which my sons are appuinted ; but there we have set before 
us the example of success. For there, there was a beginning of the Mission. 
‘There was a first convert there ; but now we count something like 50,000 
members. And in China, though now it is ‘ the day of small things,’ the 
little one shall become a thousand! I have no doubt of the adaptation of 

i in_all the varied circumstances of bis ex+ 
istence ; and only let the truths of Christianity in their simplicity and in- 
tegrity be proclaimed by men full of the Holy Ghost and of faith, and 
much people shall be added to the Lord. I thank God that I am per- 
mitted to be present on this occasion, and I rejoice with you in the certain 
pro-pect of the subjugation of the world to Christ.”

Cuenca Missroxany Soctety.—The annual meeting of this society 
was held on the Sth inst. at Exeter hall; the Earl of Chichester in the 
chair, The Rev. Joha Venn read the report of the committee for the 
year, which was of great length, embracing the operations of the society 
throughout the world, which on the whole had been very successful. The 
details respecting the missions to Africa, especially to the territories of the 
King of Dahoniey, were of a very interesting character. In India great 
Progress was being made, the mission stations have increased considerably 
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in number, and the converts to Christianity in proportion. Upwards ‘o 
£50,000 per annum is now contributed to Christian missions in India by 
the resident European Christians in that country. In China the mission 
work has been much interrupted, grring to the war raging between the 
Taipingites and Imperialists. In New Zealand, North Western America, 
Ceylon, Mauritius, and Mediterranean, the mission work has been more or 
less successful, affording on the whole muchencouragement. The financial 
statement showed that the total income for the year 1862 had been 
£181,217, being about £7,000 less than that received during the preceding 
year, which had arisen partly from a decrease in legacies, and partly from 
a falling off in the receipts from district associations, owing principally, it 
was believed, to the distressed state of the manufacturing districts. The 
expenditure had amounted to the sum of £136,400, which had not only 
absorbed the balance left on last year, but leaves a deficiency of £2,400. 

Society FoR THE PropaGaTION oF THE GosPEL.—The annual 
meeting of this society was held on the 30th ult., in St. James’s Hall. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury presided. The secretary read the report 
of the society, which showed that the voluntary income for the Sied was 
£03,326. In the colonial division of the society's work, great liberality 
was shown. Thus, in the poor diocese of Nova Scotia, a sum of upwards of 
£2,000 had been raised towards the permanent endowment of the diocese, 
and the society had advanced to the colony £1,000 in aid ofits efforts. In 
New Brunswick the same gratifying result had been witnessed, and the 
clergy of the district had subscribed from their small incomes the sum of 
£1,200. The same remarks were applied to Toronto and the western 
districts of Canada. In the West Indies, also, increased efforts had been 
made. The reports of the Bishops of Colombo, Borneo, and of the 
Australian colonies, were referred to as affording evidence of the progress 
of the so-iety in all parts of the world to which its operations were directed. 
The total number of missionaries connected with the society was 488, 
being an increase of thirty-six during the last six months. ‘The societ 
has now been engaged for 162 years in endeavouring to plant the Churcl 
of Christ among our countrymen abroad and among the heathen. From 
North America (1701) its operations have gradually been extended to the 
West Indies (1701), Aus'ralia (1795), India (1818), South Africa (1820), 
New Zealand (1839), Ceylon (1840), Borneo (1849), British Columbia 
(1858), and Honolulu (1 When the suciety was first founded there 
were probably not twenty clergymen of the Church of England in these 
lands. ‘There are now congregations under the pastoral care of upwards 
of 3,000 clergymen. 

Britisit axD Foretcy Brnte Socrety.—The fifty-ninth anniversary 
meeting of this society was held at Exeter-hall on the 6th inst. The 
attendance was very large. The Earl of Shaftesbury presided. ‘The re- 
port stated that the number of copies of the Scriptures issued during the 
past year was 2,133,860. The total issues of the society from its com- 
mencement ‘to the present time amounted to 43,044,334 copies. The 
recvipts for ihe year ending March 31st, 1863, from ordinary sources of 
income, was £157,990. The sum of £703 had been received for a New 
Testament fund for China, and £57 for the special fund for India. The 
total expenditure of the year amounted to £150,539. The meeting was 
addressed by the noble Chairman, the Archbishop of York, the Earl of 
Harrowby, the Rev. Dr. Tidman, the Bishop of Carlisle, the Bishops of 
Mauritius and Melbourne, and others, 

Ciixa Wan (Vores oF Crepit).—A Parliamentary return just issued 
shows that several votes of credit in the years 1859-60, 1860-61, and 
1861-62, on account of the last China war, amounted to £4,680,000. The 
balance remaining in the Paymaster-General’s hands is stated to be 
£28,097. The return includes a statement “of all claims made by the 
Indian Department for expenses on account of the last China war; the 
amount thereof repaid out of the vote of eredit, and the balance remaining 
unsettled.” The total amount of these claims is stated at £2,256,817, 
from which is deducted “ amount of credits” allowed for stores returned. 
and other receipts, exclusive of money advances out of the Treasury chest, 
£109,720; making the total amount of claims, £2,147,097. From this is 
also deducted £144,245 “ amount included in claims (for wear and tear of 
ships, &c.) subsequently withdrawn from ditto,” leaving the amount 
£1,962,852. The “amounts paid on account of the foregoing claims ” 
are stated at £1,956,763, showing the amount still unsettled to be 
£6,089.

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(both pure race and hybrids), experiments in crossing the eland and the 
ordinary cow, the rearing of Honduras turkeys, hybrid breeds of ducks, 
prairie grouse, guans, dusky ducks, &., the introduction of the Lucioperca, 
and the artificial breeding of salmon.

“ The directors have the pleasure of presenting to the shareholders the 
audited balance sheet, the profit and loss account of the bank, for the year 
ended 31st December last. After providing for ail bac and doubtful debts, 
and defraying expense of agement at all points, the net profit amounts 
to £94,228, 14s. Id., to which has to be added a sum of £40. 15s, Id. 
undivided profit brought forward from the preceding year, making a total 
of £94,269. 9s. 2d. 

“ Out of the above total, £50,000 has been paid in two half-yearly divi- 
dends, making together ten per cent. on the paid-up capital of the bank. 
A further sum of £40,000 has been added to the reserve fund. The un- 
appropriated balance of £4,269. 9s. 2d. is carried forward to the profit 
and loss account of *he current year. The reserve fund now amounts to 
£100,000, of which £60,000 is invested in Indian Government Securities, 
as intimated in the last report, and it is the intention of the Court to invest 
the balance, £40,000, in public securities, as opportunities offer. 
This fund being now completed to twenty per cent. on the paid-up capital 
of the bank, as required by the deed of settlement, and the bi 
bank being largely extended, the shareholders will be invited to revise 
Clause 113, with a view to increase the remuneration at present fixed for 
the directors. Arrangements have been made with Mr. Charles Pearson, 
Chartered Accountant, Edinburgh, to act as agent for the bank there, for 
the receipt of deposit money, aud the conduct of such other business as 
required. The directors who retire by rotation are Mr. George May and 
Mr. Donald Larnach, who, being eligible, offer themselves for re-election, 
and the Court recommend them accordingly.” 

COMMERCIAL BANK OF INDIA. 

The subjoined report of the annual meeting of the proprietors 
of the Commercial Bank of India is from the Bombay Gazette

The gross its of the were Rs. 882,756-7-4- 
‘The expenses of management at pace tela lett Rs, 241,138-1-95 
Indian bill stamps, Rs. 19,696-7-6; and Income-tax, Rs. 14,666.10, 
leaving a nett profit for 1862 of Rs. 613,255-4-1, From a dividend 
of four per cent. was paid for the six months ending Slst December, 
Re. 200,000, leaving a balance of Rs. 413,255-4-1, which, added to the 
balance of unappropriated profit for 1861, of Rs. 1,568-3.7, left 
Rs, 414,823-7-8 to be carried to the reeerve fund. It is with deep regret 
that the directors have to sepa two very heavy losses incurred at the Hong. 
Kong branch through the frauds of E. L. Moses and D. S. Levi, in the 
one case, and of Hormusjee and Rustomjee in the other ; in consequence 
of those losses the directors, as they announced in August last, were unable 
to declare any dividend for the first six months of the year, The directors 
opened a sub-agency of the bank at Hankow, in June last, and the result 
of ite , which have principally been with its superior branch, 
Shanghai, has fully equalled their expectations.”

The steamers Punjaub and Assaye, lately purchased by Messrs. 
John Willis and KE. M. ds Bussche, have been chartered by 
Government to lay the submarine cable in the Persian Gulf, 
waich is one of the links of the line from London to India, 

A Bill introduced by Mr. Layard in the House of Commons, 
and which has been read a first time, will, if carried through, 
doubtless check a great evil—viz., the manufacture of unsound 
cables and anchors. Under the presert system, these impor- 
tant requisites for the service of our mercautile marine are not 
tested under any recognised authorities, and, consequently, in 
many cases aro made of very inferior iron, the effect being to 
add greatly to the number of shippiug disasters. It is now 
proposed that the Board of Trade shall appoint an inspector to 
exercise a gencral supervision over all proving establishments 
for testing anchors and cables under this Act, and it is provided 
that it shall be unlawful for makers or dealers to sell unproved 
anchors or cables. 

The preliminary arrangements have been completed with a 
view to the establishment of an International Financial Associa- 
tion in connexion with the Crédit Mobilier and some of the 
leading bankers of Paris. The firms interested are unde:stood 
to be Messrs. Heath and C'o., Stern Brothers, Samuel Dobree 
and Sons, Frederick Huth and Co., Friibling and Gosches, 
George Peabody and Co., and Robert Benson and Co. 

‘Another combination of equal importance, and which was in 
course of arrangement previously, has also been formed, which 
will include, it is said, the principal representatives of the great 
industrial interests of France and of the chief railway lines, as 
well as nearly all the leading bankers and capitalists of Puris 
who are not connected with the Crédit Mobilier. This combi- 
nation, which is to be called the Société Générale, proposes to 
confine itself to the promotion of definite undertakings of a 
public and commercial character, and not to look for its profits 
from Bourse operations. Among tho parties stated to be con- 
nected with it are M. Schneider, Vice-President of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, and principal of the largest ironworks in France ; 
M. Talabot, of the Paris, Lyons, and Mediterrancan line; the 
Comptoir d’Escompte, Hentsch and Co., Blount and Co., the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, and various other 
Dankers and representatives of railways ; while it is understood 
that the head of the association in London will be Mr. Samuel 
Laing, the late Indian Finance Minister.
